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The  members  and  Judge  Advocate  being 
duly  fworn, 

^HE  Honourable  Major  General  Robert 
Monckton  came  before  the  court,  and 
was  charged  upon  the  Complaint  of 
Colin  Campbell,  Efq;  heretofore  Major  Com¬ 
mandant  of  the  late  i  ooth  regiment  of  foot, 
with  many  wrongs  and  deliberate  adts  of 
oppreffion  towards  the  faid  Cohn  Campbell, 
when  under  his  command  in  the  ifland  of 
Martinique,  in  the  year  1762,  particularly 
by  feveral  marks  of  affront  and  indignity 
both  to  the  perfon  of  the  faid  Cohn  Campbell, 
and  to  the  corps  then  under  his  command  ; 

and  alfo  whilft  a  trial  of  the  faid  Colin  Camp¬ 
bell 
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bell  was  depending  before  a  general  court 
martial,  by  diicouraging  his  friends,  intimi¬ 
dating  his  witneffes,  and  depriving  him  of 
the  lawful  means  of  defence,  as^w.ell  as  by 
fuppreffing  the  proceedings  of  the  faid  ge¬ 
neral  court  martial  from  the  Earl  of  Albe¬ 
marle^  Lieutenant  General  of  his  Majefty’s 
forces,  (who  is  alledged,  by  the  faid  Coltn 
Campbell ,  to  have  had  at  that  time  cogni¬ 
zance  of  the  fentences  of  courts  martial  held 
in  the  faid  bland  of  Martinique )  under  a 
pretence  of  the  faid  proceedings  being  tranf- 
mitted  to  Great  Britain ,  when  in  truth  they 
were  ftill  in  his  own  cuflody  :  And  further¬ 
more,  by  a  cruel  confinement  of  the  faid 
Colin  Campbell ,  who  was  then  ill,  in  a  noi- 
fome  and  unhealthy  prifon,  even  though 
it  was  at  that  time  known  to  the  faid  Major 
General  Monchon ,  that  the  fentence  againft 
the  faid  Colin  Campbell  was  not  capital. 

Major  General  Monckton  mentioned  to  the 
court,  that  although  he  might  very  jutlly 
except  to  anfwering  feveral  particulars  of  the 
charge,  as  laid  by  the  profecutor,  yet  he  is 
ready  and  willing,  and  indeed  folieitous  to 
anfwer  minutely  to  every  part  thereof ;  but 
as  his  Majefty’s  fecretary  at  war  fometime 
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mrnifhed  him  with  a  copy  of  the  com- 
pi^int  exhibited  againft  him  by  the  profe- 
cutor,  confiding  of  four  general  articles, 
with  a  particular  explanation  of  each  article, 
a^d  as  in  this  form  the  complaint  was  laid 
before  the  king,  he  did  conclude^  that  to 
the  particular  explanation  of  thole  four  ar¬ 
ticles  he  was  to  make  his  defence,  and  had 
prepared  it  accordingly.  And,  for  thefe  rea- 
fons,  intreated  that  the  court  will  order  the 
faid  four  articles  of  complaint,  with  their  par¬ 
ticular  explanation,  may  be  read,  of  which 
he  had  authentic  copies,  received  from  his 
Majedy’s  fecretary  at  war. 

The  court  taking  this  requeft  of  Major 
General  Monckton  into  confederation,  is  of 
opinion,  that  the  complainant  be  at  liberty 
to  profecute  the  charge,  as  dated  in  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  warrant.  To  which  charge  Major 
Genera!  Monckton  muft  necelTarily  anfwer ; 
and  that,  if  in  the  courfe  of  his  defence  it 
fhall  be  materia!  for  him  to  fhew  either  that 
there  is  any  fubftantial  variation  between  the 
prefent  charge  and  that  originally  exhibited, 
or  that  the  wording  of  the  latter  indicates 
anv  greater  degree  of  malevolence,  or  for

any  other  purpofe  conducive  to  his  defence, 
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it  may  then  be  proper  to  lay  the  faid  four 
articles,  with  their  explanation,  before  the 
court. 

Mr.  Campbell  then  entered  upon  the  feveral 
articles  of  charge,  in  the  order  wherein  they 
ftand  in  his  Majefty’s  warrant  ;  and  as  one 
indance  of  affront  and  indignity  to  him  and 
the  corps  under  his  command,  propofed  to 
drew, 

<c  That  the  regiment  was  difarmed  a  few 
<c  days  after  their  arrival  in  Martinique ,  by 
“  order  of  Major  General  Monckton .”  To 
prove  which 

Lieutenant  Scipio  Duroure  Campbell ,  late 
cf  the  iooth  regiment,  was  lworn  and  exa¬ 
mined. 

Was  the  i  ooth  regiment  at,  or  foon 
after  their  landing  in  Martinique.,  deprived  of 
their  arms  ? 

A.  Their  arms  were  exchanged  for  others, 
they  were  not  otherwife  difarmed. 

<9.  What  kind  of  arms  did  they  receive  in 
exchange  ? 

A.  Very  bad,  and  moftly  unfit  for  fervice  ; 
they  were  carabines  or  light  arms. 

^  Does  he  know  of  any  other  regiment 
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in  that  army  which  was  deprived  of  their 
arms  ? 

A .  He  can’t  fay  he  does. 

Were  the  Barbadoes  corps  deprived  of 
their  arms  ? 

A.  Not  to  his  knowledge. 

What  kind  of  corps  were  the  Barba¬ 
does  corps  ? 

A.  A  fort  of  militia  ;  fome  whites  and 
fotne  blacks. 

&  Does  he  know  whether  Mr.  Campbell 
folicited  Major  General  Monckton  for  any 
command  after  this  exchange  of  arms  in  his 
own  corps  ? 

A.  Fie  can’t  fay  he  knows  whether  he 
folicited  it ;  he  has  heard  Mr.  Campbell  men¬ 
tion  it  fince. 

Does  he  think  the  100th  regiment  was 
ft  for  fervice  after  the  exchange  of  thefe 

arms  ? 

A.  Fie  can’t  fay  he  is  a  judge. 

&  (by  defire  of  Major  General  Monckton) 
With  what  regiment  did  the  iooth  regi¬ 
ment  exchange  arms  ? 

A.  With  the  light  infantry  of  Colonel 

Montgomery's  ;  there  were  arms  received  from 

fome

fome  other  light  infantry,  but  which  did  not 
come  to  his  knowledge. 

6>  In  what  fituation  were  the  light  in¬ 
fantry,  with  whom  thefe  arms  were  ex- 
changed,  confidered  in  the  army  ;  whether 
as  picked,  or  chofen  men,  or  not  ? 

A.  He  looked  upon  them  as  picked  or 
chofen  men,  and  believes  the  reft  of  the  ar-  \ 
my  did  fo. 

(by  the  court)  What  different  fpecies 
of  fire  arms  were  in  that  army  ? 

A.  Two;  heavy  mufkets  and  light  arms, 
fo  far  as  he  knows. 

Q  Whether  the  light  infantry  and  the 
Highland  regiment  were  not  all  armed  with 
the  light  arms  ? 

A.  The  light  infantry  was  j  as  to  the 
Highland  regiment  he  cannot  fay. 

yix.Juhn  Davis ,  late  furgeon  to  the  iooth 
regiment,  was  fworn  and  examined. 

<$>.  Did  he  fee  the  foldiers  of  the  regi¬ 
ment,  at  the  time  of  the  exchange  of  arms, 
crowd  about  Mr.  Campbell  to  complain  of 
the  infufficiency  of  their  arms  ? 

A.  He  did,  after  the  exchange. 

Did  he  fee  any  officers,  as  well  as  fol¬ 
diers  ? 
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A.  He  did. 

3s  (by  defire  of  Major  General  Monckton ) 
Of  what  did  the  officers  and  foldiers  com¬ 
plain  with  regard  to  their  arms  ? 

A.  He  does  not  know  any  particulars ;  on¬ 
ly,  in  general,  they  complained  of  their  arms 
being  infufficient. 

Lieutenant  Scipio  Duroure  Campbell  v/as 
called  again  at  the  defire  of  Mr.  Campbell , 
and  afked, 

When  he  fpeaks  of  the  arms  received 
in  exchange  as  bad  and  moftly  unfit  for 
fervice,  in  what  refpect  does  he  confider 
them  as  unferviceable  ? 

A.  They  were  old  arms,  a  great  many 
broken. 

In  what  manner  was  the  iooth  regi¬ 
ment  employed  the  day  of  the  attack,  the 
24th  January  1762. 

A.  The  three  companies  of  which  the 
battalion  then  confided  were  employed  in 
drawing  of  cannon,  and  carrying  falcines  ; 
there  was  a  fourth  company  which  was  doing 
duty  with  the  grenadiers. 

It  was  here  intimated  to  Mr.  Campbell  by 

* 

the  court,  that  he  mud  confine  himfelf  to 
the  matters  of  the  charge,  viz.  “  Any 
«  marks  of  indignity  or  affront  to  him  or 
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“  his  corps  ”  and  not  to  enter  upon  the  dif- 
pofition  of  the  troops,  or  the  propriety  of 
Major  General  Moncktori s  conduit  in  that 
refpeit,  which  was  not  referred  to  them  by 
his  Majefty,  neither  did  it  appear  to  them  a 
proper  objedt  of  their  inquiry. 

O  (to  the  witnefs)  Did  Mr.  Campbell  fend 
him  for  orders  to  Brigadier  Rujane ,  about 
two  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  attack  ? 

A.  He  did. 

Mr.  Campbell  again  mentioning  his  corps 
being  employed  in  carrying  fhot  and  fa- 
femes,  and  drawing  cannon,  he  was  exprefs- 
ly  afked  whether  he  looks  upon  the  corps 
having  been  fo  employed  as  a  mark  of  affront 
and  indignity  to  him  or  his  regiment,  who 
anfwered,  the  repeating  of  it  he  thought  fo. 

He  then  produced  as  another  mark  of  in¬ 
dignity,  which  he  meant  to  infill:  upon, 
Major  General  Moncktori s  having  employed 
a  corps,  then  commanded  by  a  captain,  in 
preference  to  his,  notwithftanding  both  corps 
formed  part  of  the  fame  brigade,  when  they 
were  fent  from  Guadchupe  ;  but  it  appearing 
that  the  brigade  was  afterwards  feperated, 
and  each  of  them  being  beyond  all  doubt 
liable  to  be  employed  at  the  diferetion  of 
the  commander  in  chief.  This  point  was  in

like  mariner  over-ruled,  and  upon  the  fame 
principle  with  the  former. 

Another  matter  urged  by  Mr.  Campbell , 
as  an  oppreffion  and  indignity  to  himfeif  and 
corps,  was,  depriving  the  fick  men  of  that 
corps  of  the  ufe  of  the  hofpital.  To  prove 
this 

Mr.  John  Davis,  furgeon,  was  farther 
examined. 

ijh  Were  the  fick  of  the  100th  regiment 
refufed  admittance  at  Martinique  into  the 
hofpital  ? 

A.  The  deponent  made  feveral  times  re- 
monftrances  to  Mr.  Adair ,  who  was  direct¬ 
or  of  the  hofpital,  that  they  were  not  re¬ 
ceived,  when  he  was  informed  that  other 

corps  were: 

§>.  In  what  manner  were  the  fick  of  the 
100th  regiment,  particularly,  provided  for 
in  the  field,  after  being  refufed  admittance 
into  the  hofpital  ? 

A.  There  was  a  fhed  made  for  part  of 
them  not  fufficient  for  more  than  30  or  40 
men  ;  the  reft  were  obliged  to  remain  in 
their  tents. 

Were  there  not  houfes  in  the  town 
of  Fort  Royal  adjacent,  where  the  fick  of 

that 
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that  regiment  might  have  been  accommo¬ 
dated  ? 

A.  There  were  feveral  houfes  there. 

<$.  Were  thpfe  houfes  empty  ? 

A.  He  can’t  fay  he  examined  them. 

9.  Were  thofe  houfes  at  the  difpofition  of 
the  general  ? 

A.  He  is  not  a  judge  of  that. 

Does  he  know,  whether  Mr.  Camp¬ 
bell  made  any  retnonftrances  to  General 
Monckton  on  that  head  ? 

A  He  had  no  other  knowledge  of  it  than 
Mr.  Campbell  himfeif,  then  Major  Comman¬ 
dant,  telling  him  he  had  remonflrated  on  his 
making  a  return  to  him. 

(by  the  court)  What  reafon  did  Mr. 
Adair  aflign  for  the  men  of  the  100th  re¬ 
giment  not  being  admitted  ? 

As  He  told  him,  the  hofpital  was  full 
when  the  deponent  knew  it  was  not. — The 
witnefs  explained  himfeif,  that  he  under¬ 
flood  it  was  not  full,  from  the  report  of  a 
furgeon  of  another  regiment. 

Did  the  deponent  make  a  fecond  re- 

monflrance  to  Mr.  Adair,  faying  it  was  not 
full  ? 

A,  He  did  not. 

Mr 
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Mr.  Campbell  laid  as  the  court  had  thought 
fit  to  over-rule  the  aforementioned  matters, 
which  he  meant  to  have  infilled  upon  as 
marks  of  affront  and  indignity,  he  fhould 
not  trouble  them  any  further  on  that  head, 
but  proceed  to  another  article  of  charge  ; 
and  net  being  fully  prepared  to  enter  upon 
that,  which  was  next  point  cf  time,  proceeded 
to  the  fourth  or  iaft  article,  refnedlintr  the 
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feverity  of  his  confinement. 

In  fupport  whereof  Mr.  j'chn  Davis  was 


again  examined. 


^  In  what  manner  was  Mr.  Campbell 
confined  ? 

A.  He  was  confined  in  the  fame  houfe, 
which  he  occupied  before,  only  with  a 
guard  over  him. 

Does  he  remember  Mr.  Campbell  be¬ 
ing  removed  from  that  quarter  ? 

A.  Yes. 

To  what  kind  of  place  was  he  re¬ 
moved  ? 

A.  He  was  removed  to  a  fmall  place  in 
the  fort. 

Being  defired  to  deferibe  it,  he  faid,  The 
place  was  very  fmall,  and,  as  far  as  he  can 
judge,  it  muft  have  been  under  water,  when 

it 
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it  rained,  from  the  fixation  of  it,  being  funk 
in  the  ground. 

P.  What  was  the  fize  of  it  ; 

/]  He  can’t  be  very  particular  as  to  the 

fize  as  he  might  be  deceived  ,  it  might  be 

as  far  as  he  knows,  about  ten  feet,  to  the  bet): 

of  his  memory,  fquare.  . 

ey  Does  he  remember  a  large  grate,  which 

formed  one  fide  of  it  ? 

A.  He  does  :  It  was  an  open  grate,  and 

appeared  to  the  deponent  fomething  like  a 

door.  . 

What  was  on  the  other  fide  or  that 

grate  ?  , 

A.  When  he  faw  it,  it  was  full  of  ruD- 

bi(h,  and  feemingly  old  rags.  This  was 
before  Mr.  Campbell  was  confined  in  it. 

&  Was  he  ever  there  during  Mr.  Camp¬ 
bell's  confinement. 

A.  Not  that  he  remembers, 
o  Does  he  remember  figning  any  certi¬ 
ficate  of  the  unhealthinefs  and  impropriety 

of  the  place  ? 

A.  He  does. 

6)_  What  was  Mr.  Campbell's  ftate  of 
health  the  day  of  his  confinement  ? 

A  Soon  after  his  being  firft  confined,  he 
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was  ta^en  ill  of  a  fever,  upon  which  the  de¬ 
ponent  fent  Mr.  Monroe,  the  phyfician,  to 
vifit  him ;  and  Mr  Campbell  continued  ill 
tilUhe  witnefs  was  taken  ill  himfelf ;  which, 
as  far  as  he  remembers,  was  in  about  a  fort¬ 
night  j  he  can’t  be  particular  as  to  the  time. 

^  Did  wait  on  Mr.  Campbell  the  day 
he  was  removed  to  the  fort  ? 

A.  Yes. 

What  was  Mr.  Campbell's  then  date 
of  health  ? 

A.  He  had  a  fever  at  that  time,  and  a 
fweiling  in  his  legs,  which  the  Deponent 
iuppofes  was  occalioned  by  that  fever. 

^  Does  he  remember  waiting  on  the 
commanding  officer  in  the  fort,  with  a  re- 

monfh  ance  concerning  the  intended  remo¬ 
val  ? 

A.  He  remembers  his  being  fent,  but  it 
was  fo  early  in  the  morning  the  command¬ 
ing  officer  could  not  be  feen. 

Does  he  think  it  poffible,  from  Mr. 
Campbell's  then  date  of  health,  that  he  could 
have  lived  in  that  place  of  confinement,  had 
he  been  continued  there  ?

A.  He  can’t  fpeak,  as  to  poffibilities,  but 
2  does 
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does  not  think  it  was  probable  for  a  man  in 
health  to  have  lived  there  any  time. 

o  Does  he  know  of  any  order  from  Ma¬ 
jor  General  Monckton  for  Mr.  Campbell’s  re¬ 
moval  to  the  fort,  prior  to  the  time  when  the 
removal  took  place  ? 

A.  There  was  an  order  the  night  before ; 
but  from  whom  it  was  he  can’t  fay. 

o  Does  he  know  of  Mr.  Campbell  writing 
to  Major  General  Monckton  for  permiffion  to 
ufe  any  exercife  for  the  recovery  of  his 
health  ? 

A.  The  deponent  advifed  him  to  write, 
and  one  of  the  officers  told  him  he  had  car¬ 
ried  the  letter ;  but  the  deponent  did  not 

fee  it. 

Did  he  fee  that  officer  deliver  Major 
Campbell  his  own  letter,  which  was  returned 
unopened  ? 

A, ,  He  don’t  remember  to  have  been  pre- 
fent ;  but  that  officer  (the  adjutant  who  is 

now  dead)  often  told  him  fo. 

©  (by  the  court)  At  what  time  was  Mr. 

Campbell  removed  ? 

A,  After  the  court  martial. 

gK  Did  he  know  any  reafon,  or  hear  any 

affigned  for  the  removal  ? 
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He  don’t  recollect  any. 

^  Of  what  nature  was  the  crime  for 

which  Mr.  Campbell  was  confined. 

A.  It  was,  fuppofing  it  proved,  a  capi¬ 
tal  offence. 

(by  defire  of  .Mr.  Campbell)  Was  not 
his  confinement  after  trial  more  fevere  than 
before  and  during  the  trial  ? 

A.  He  refers  to  his  former  evidence, 

wherein  he  has  faid  the  clofe  confinement 
W'as  after  trial. 

Robert  Calendar ,  now  and  at  the  time  in 
queflion,  fervant  to  iVl r .  Campbell ,  was  fwom 
and  examined. 

Was  he  in  Mr.  Campbell’ s  quarters  the 
night  before  his  removal  to  the  fort  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Does  he  remember  a  party  of  armed 
foldiers  coming  for  the  Major  late  at  night  ? 

A.  Yes,  he  does. 

^  Was  Mr.  Campbell  in  bed  ? 

A.  Yes.

%  Did  Mr.  Campbell  fend  the  deponent 
for  any  perfon  ? 

A,  He  don’t  recoiled  he  did. 

^  Does  he  remember  the  ferjdant,  or 

officer. 
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officer,  who  commanded  the  party,  making 
any  fearch  for  an  hammock  ? 

A.  Yes ;  he  heard  orders  given  out  to  fee 
and  get  an  hammock,  if  any  could  be  got 
in  the  camp. 

^  Does  he  remember  an  officer  and  a 
party  of  foldiers  entering  Mr.  Campbell’s  ap- 
partment  early  next  morning  ? 

A.  He  does. 

^  Did  he  hear  what  palled  between  the 
officer  and  Mr.  Campbell ? 

A.  The  deponent  faw  the  officer  offering 
to  take  Mr.  Campbell  out  of  bed  ;  he  fent 
foldiers  to  lay  hold  of  him  to  take  him  out. 

Did  Mr.  Campbell  make  any  refin¬ 
ance  ? 

A.  He  heard  his  mailer  exprefs  a  wilh 
that  fomebody  would  ffioot  him  through  the 
the  head. 

-v-j  Was  Mr.  Catnpbell  carried  to  the  fort 
that  day?

A.  To  the  bell  of  his  remembrance,  he 
was  ?

Does  he  remember  any  horrid  flench 

or  fmell  from  the  grate  ? 

A.  When  the  wind  blew  up  the  fally  port 

he  remembers  it  fmelled  a  little  :  remembers 
his  mafler  complained  very  often  of  it. 

£>.  Does  he  know  the  ufe  which  was  ge- 

neraliy  made  of  that  fally  port  ? 

A.  He  remembers  his  mafler  fending  him 
down  to  fee  what  was  the  occafion  of  its 
fmelling  fo,  and  he  faw  a  good  deal  of  naf- 
tinefs  up  and  down  the  flans,  being  a  dark 

pair  of  flairs. 

o  Did  he  ever  fee  his  mailer’s  floor¬ 
cloths,  fwimming  about  the  floor  after  rain  ? 

A.  He  has  feen  them  quite  wet  fo  as 
to  be  obliged  to  take  them  up,  and  fweep 
away  the  water  before  his  mafler  could  get 
out  of  bed,  when  it  had  rained  a  good  deal. 
6)  Does  he  remember  his  mafler  being 

obliged 
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obliged  to  go  to  bed,  for  want  of  a  dry  place 
to  lit  in,  when  it  rained  ? 

A,  After  a  good  deal  of  rain,  the  floor 

being  a  good  way  under  ground,  the  water

Did  ever  Mr.  Campbell  Ihew  any  the 

lead  intention  of  making  his  efcape  before 

his  confinement  in  the  fort? 

A.  Not  as  he  knows.

A.  He  intended  it,  but  did  not  effedt  it, 
whilfl  he  was  in  the  fort ;  but  afterwards  he 
was  removed  to  the  town,  and  did  then  ef¬ 
fedt  his  efcape.

A.  He  was  confined  to  the  houfe  where 
he  lived  before  the  affair  happened. 

^  How  long  did  he  remain  confined  in 
thofe  quarters  ? 

A .  He  remained  till  Lord  Albemarle  s 
departure  from  Martinique ,  which  he  thinks 

was  the  6th  or  7th  of  May. 

Does  he  know  of  any  order  for  impri- 
foning  Mri  Campbell  in  the  fort  after  his  trial? 

A.  Not  till  Lord  Albemarle  had  left  the 
iiland.  After  that  there  was  an  order  from 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Darby  that  he  fhould  be 
removed  to  the  fort,  and,  if  not  able  to  walk, 
that  he  fhould  be  carried  in  an  hammock. 

It  was  a  written  order. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  John  Darby ,  adjutant- 
general  upon  the  late  expedition  to  Marti¬ 
nique,  was  fworn  and  examined. 

<3  What  orders  did  he  receive  with  regard 
to  Mr.  Campbell’s  being  confined  in  the  fort, 

and  from  whom  ? 

A.  He  don’t  recollect  receiving  any  orders 

refpe&ing  his  being  confined  in  the  fort ;  he 

knows 
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knows  it  was  intended,  and  he  believes  an  or¬ 
der  was  delivered  by  Major  General  Monckton 
verbally  to  Colonel  Rufane,  who  fucceeded 
to  the  command  -}  but  Mr.  Campbell  was  not 
lent  to  the  fort,  till  after  Major  General 
Monckton  left  the  ifland,  to  the  bell  of  his 
recollection. 

A  paper,  purporting  to  be  part  of  a  letter 
from  the  witnefs  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Chef- 
ter ,  being  produced,  the  witnefs  acknow¬ 
ledges  it  to  be  his  hand  writing,  and  believes 
it  was  wrote  in  confequence  of  an  order  given 
by  Colonel  Rufane  ;  but  the  firft  part  of 
the  letter  is  torn  off,  which  contained  the 
date,  concerning  which  he  cannot  at  this 
diftance  of  time  fpeak  politively  from  memo¬ 
ry  :  from  the  fignature  not  being  accompa¬ 
nied  with  the  addition  of  Adjutant  General, 
he  believes  it  muft  have  been  after  Major 
General  Monckton  s  departure,  when  the  wit¬ 
nefs  was  governor  of  the  fort. 

The  part  of  the  letter  now  remaining,  re¬ 
lates  to  “  the  removal  of  Mr.  Campbell  in  an 

hammock,  if  not  well  enough  to  walk  or 
“  ride.” 

B  3  .  Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant  Colonel  Peter  Chefter  was 
l'worn  and  examined. 

9.  Did  he  fend  this  letter  (the  fame  pro- 
duced  to  the  la  ft  witnefs)  in  its  prefent  bate, 
viz.  a  part  torn  off,  to  the  commanding  offi¬ 
cer  of  the  iooth  regiment. 

A.  He  can’t  pofitively  fay  he  remembers 
receiving  an  order  for  Mr.  Campbell  being  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  fort  ;  there  might  be  a  part 
of  this  letter  not  relative  to  Major  Campbell, 
and  which  he  might  tear  off ;  but  at  this  dis¬ 
tance  of  time  can’t  be  certain  :  he  thinks  he 
received  the  letter  the  i  4th  May  $  and  that 
Major  General  Monckton  had  quitted  the 
ifland  before  he  received  that  order. 

®  Was  Mr.  Campbell  confined  to  the  fort 

prior  to  the  14th  of  May  ? 

A.  Mr.  Campbell  was  brought  prifoner  in¬ 
to  the  fort  the  1 5th  of  May,  to  the  belt  of 

his  recollection.  • 

o.  Is  he  certain  Major  General  Monckton 

was  not  at  Martinique  when  he  received  that 
order  ? 

A.  He  only  fpeaks  from  report ;  he  heard 
the  general  had  left  Martinique ;  the  depo¬ 
nent  was<  in  another  part  of  the  iiland  from 
the  general’s  quarters.  He  is  pretty  certain 

Major 
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Major  General  Monckton  had  left  the  ifland, 
becaufe  on  the  1 6th  he  received  a  letter  from 
Brigadier  Rnjane ,  which  the  witnefs  has 
now  in  his  hand,  in  which  he  writes  as  hav¬ 
ing  then  the  command. 

^  Whether  he  has  now  or  can  produce 
the  order  ? 

A.  He  cannot :  He  did  not  expedt  to  be 
called  here. 

^  Had  he  any  other  order  befides  the  letter, 
a  part  whereof  is  now  before  the  court  ? 

A>  there  was  another  order  for  carrying 
him  to  the  fort;  this,  now  produced,  rela¬ 
ting  only  to  the  manner  of  removing  him. _ 

That  firft  ordei  diredted,  where  IVIr.  Camp¬ 
bell  was  to  be  confined,  he  can’t  fay  with 
certainty  by  whom  it  was  figned. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Darby  (who  had  with¬ 
drawn  only  until  Lieutenant  Colonel  Cbejler 
fhould  have  afcertained  either  the  date  or 
time  of  receiving  the  letter  in  queftion)  was 
again  called,  and  defired  by  the  court  to  ex¬ 
plain  himfelf  more  fully,  as  to  his  belief  of 
Major  General  Monckton  having  given  an 
order  to  Colonel  Rufane  for  confining  Mr. 
Campbell  in  the  fort.  ° 

The  witnefs  explained,  that  Major  Gene- 

B  4  ral 
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ral  Monckton  exprefied  his  intention  to  Co¬ 
lonel  Rufane  of  removing  Mr.  Campbell ,  at 
that  time  under  the  fentence  of  a  general 
court  martial,  for  the  murder  of  Captain 
MKaarg ,  into  the  Fort  Royal.  He  can’t 
certainly  fay,  whether  he  was  prefent  when 
Major  General  Monckton  mentioned  this  to 
Colonel  Rufane ,  but  he  heard  it  afterwards 
both  from  Major  General  Monckton  and  Co¬ 
lonel  Rufane . 

^  Has  the  witnefs  any  note  of  the  order  ? 

A .  Fie  has  not. 

(by  defire  of  Mr.  Campbell)  How  long 
did  Major  General  Monckton  flay  in  Marti¬ 
nique  after  the  ftaffof  the  ifland  was  appointed  ? 

A,  Major  General  Monckton ,  on  the  gth  oj 
Mcty  came  down  flairs  with  a  bundle  of  pa¬ 
pers  in  his  hand,  and  gave  the  witnefs  his 
appointment,  which  was  dated  the  day  pro¬ 
ceeding,  and  delivered  to  feverai  ethers  their 
refpedive  appointments.,  and  left  the  iiland 
the  fame  evening. 

Mr.  Campbell  Teeming  to  think  the  wit- 
nefs  miftaken  in  the  time  of  Major  General 
Monckton  $  leaving  Martinique  ;  he  referred 
to  an  entry  in  a  book  of  minutes  or  orders, 
and  thence  informed  the  court,  that  he  could 
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fpeak  with  certainty  of  Major  General  Munch- 
ten’s  not  being  in  the  ifland  on  the  loth,  on 
which  day  he  finds  an  order  given  out  by 
Brigadier  Rujane  j  and  the  parole  for  the  day 
was,  “  Monckton .”  • 

Captain  David  Haldane ,  late  of  the  i  ooth 
regiment  of  foot,  was  fworn  and  examined. 

^  Did  he  receive  any  order  for  confining 
Mr.  Campbell  in  the  fort,  and  of  what  date  • 
and  on  what  day  did  he  receive  it  ? 

A.  He  received  a  letter  from  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Chejler ,  dated  the  14th  May,  import¬ 
ing  that  Mr.  Campbell  was  to  be  removed 
into  the  fort,  and,  if  he  was  too  ill  to  walk 
or  ride,  to  be  carried  in  an  hammock. 

Lieutenant  Scipio  Duroure  Campbell  was 
called  again,  and  afleed, 

%  Does  he  know  the  particular  day  of 
Mr.  Campbell's  being  removed  into  the  fort  ? 
A.  He  can’t  fay  particularly. 

Does  he  know,  whether  Major  Gene¬ 
ral  Monchon  had  left  the  ifland  ? 

A.  He  don’t  remember. 

The  farther  confideration  of  this  article  of 
charge  was  poftponed  at  the  prefiing  inftance 
of  Mr.  Campbell,  in  order  to  his  having  the 

benefit 
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benefit  of  Vice  Admiral  Sir  George  Rodney's 
evidence,  whofe  attendance  hitherto  had 
been  prevented  by  illnefs ;  and  from  whofe 
teftimony  he  infilled  it  would  appear  that  his 
confinement  within  the  fort  had  taken  place 
before  Alajor  General  Mlonchton  had  left  the 
illand  }  and  that  he,  the  Vice  Admiral  had 
made  reprelentation,  at  Mr.  Campbell  s  1  e- 
queft,  to  Major  General  il doncktoti  concerning 
fuch  confinement. 

And  it  was  directed,  that  Vice  Admiral 
Sir  George  Rodney  fhould  be  fummoned,  and 
particularly  requefted,  if  his  health  would 
admit,  to  attend  to-morrow  morning  at  the 
fitting  of  the  court. 

Mr.  Campbell  then  proceeded  to  the  fecond 
article  of  charge,  refpedting  his  treatment  by 
Major  General  Monckton’s  order  or  procure¬ 
ment  anterior  to  and  during  his  trial,  vt z. 
«  The  difeouraging  of  his  friends,  intimi- 
<c  dating  his  witneffes,  and  depriving  him  of 
«  the  lawful  means  of  defence. 

In  fupport  whereof  Lieutenant  Colonel 
John  Darby  was  again  called  and  examined  ; 

Was  any  order  given  for  a  court  of 
inquiry  to  be  held  upon  Mr.  Campbell  in 

Martinique  ? 
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A.  He  don’t  recolledl  any  order  paffing 
through  his  hands  ;  but  believes  a  court  of 
inquiry  was  held. 

By  whofe  authority  ? 

A.  He  can’t  fay. 

Did  he  ever  receive  any  orders,  and 

from  whom,  for  intercepting  Mr.  Campbell’s 
letters  ? 

'  '  '  '  T  y  -  >  ,  I  $ 

A.  He  did  not ;  it  was  impoffible  he  fhould 
have  received  any  fuch  order,  from  his  bein<* 
twenty  miles  diftant  from  the  place  where 
Mr.  Campbell  was. 

^  Did  he  receive  any  orders  from  Major 
General  Monckton  relative  •  to  Mr.  Campbell’s 
confinement,  and  the  manner  of  it  ? 

•  This  quefhon  did  not  receive  any  anfwer, 
Mr  Campbell  immediately  fubjoining,  that 
he  had  the  order  to  produce. 

Did  he  receive  any  order  from  Major 
General  Monckton,  “  That  no  perfon  what- 
loever  be  permitted  to  vifit  Major  Com- 
‘‘  mandant  Campbell }  but  in  prefence  of 
the  officer  of  the  guard,  and  that  all  Iet- 
“  ters  both  to  and  from  the  Major  be  exa- 

;;  min£d  ^  commanding  officer  of  the 
regiment.” 

He  recolleas  "0  fuch  order  ,  the  or- 
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ders  from  Fort  Royal  went  through  Co¬ 
lonel  Haviland ,  the  deponent  being  at  St. 
Pierre's  ;  he  don’t  remember  feeing  any  fuch 
order  ;  he  may  have  feen  it,  and  at  this  dif- 
tance  of  time  not  recoiled  it. 

o  Does  he  recoiled  receiving  any  order 
from  Major  General  Monckton ,  that  “  no 
<c  ferjeant,  corporal,  drummer,  or  foldier  be¬ 
longing  to  the  regiment,  upon  pain  of  the 
fevered  punilhment,  and  the  General’s  dif- 
pleafure,  will  prefume  to  appear  to  give 
“  evidence,  unlefs  he  is  fummoned  by  the 
“  court  martial,  or  ordered  by  Captain  Mack- 
«  donald  to  attend  ?” 

A.  No  :  he  does  not  recoiled  fuch  order. 

A  Queftion  was  here  propofed  by  the 
court  to  Mr.  Campbell ,  whether  he  means  to 
infill,  that  he  applied  for  any  witnelfes  to 
attend,  whofe  evidence  was  refufed  him. 

To  which  he  anfwered.  No :  that  is  no 
part  of  his  charge ;  at  the  fame  time  ex¬ 
plaining,  that  he  complains  of  the  confe- 
quences  the  orders,  fuggelled  to  have  been 
given,  mud  have  had  upon  his  friends  and 
witnelfes. 

Captain  Alexander  M‘ Donald  was  called, 

by  defire  of  Mr.  Campbell ,  who,  upon  far¬ 
ther 
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ther  confederation,  declined  for  the  prefent 
examining  him,  as  a  witnefs. 

Mr.  Campbell  then  proceeded  to  the  third 
article  of  complaint,  which  charges,  that 
Major  General  Monckton  «  fuppreffed  the 
proceedings  of  the  general  court  martial, 
which  had  been  held  in  JAartinujue  from 
Lieutenant  General  the  Earl  of  Albemarle^ 
*'  under  a  pretence  of  the  faid  proceedings 
“  being  tranfmitted  to  Great  Britain ,  when, 

“  in  truth,  ^ey  were  Rill  in  his  own  cuftody.” 
In  fupport  of  this  article. 

The  Right  Honourable  George  Earl  of 

Albemarle ,  Lieutenant  General  of  his  Ma- 

jefly  s  forces  was  fworn  and  examined. 

%  At  what  time  did  his  lordfhip  arrive 
in  Martinique  ? 

A.  On  the  25th  or  26th  April  1762. 

Did  his  lordfhip  take  the  command  of 
the  army  in  that  ifland  ? 

A.  He  did  not. 

Dld  he  receive  any  letter  from  Mr. 
Campbell  relative  to  a  court  martial,  which 
had  been  held  for  his  trial  ? 

A.  Yes; 

^  Does  his  lordfhip  recoiled  his  anfwer 
to  that  letter  ? 
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A.  He  can’t  fay  he  does  recolledt  it  exactly, 
A  letter  being  produced  to  his  lord  (hip, 
he  acquainted  the  court,  that  the  letter  is  of 
his  figning,  and  wrote  by  his  order.  The 
fame  was  read  as  follows. 

“  Namur  in  Fort  Royal  Harbour , 
May  \Jl  1762. 

“  Sir, 

“  I  received  your  letter  inclofing  the  mi- 
“  nutes  of  your  defence.  As  your  court 
“  martial  is  gone  to  England  to  be  laid  be- 
“  fore  his  Majefty,  you  mull  necelfarily 
“  remain  here,  till  the  King’s  pleafure  is 
“  known.  In  the  mean  time  I  am  per- 
“  fuaded  you  will  meet  with  all  the  indul-

“  reafonably  expebt.  I  am,

Mr.  Campbell  making  mention  of  the 
Earl  of  Arbemarle's  powers,  and  of  the 
foundation  he  had  for  applying  to  his  lord- 
fhip  concerning  the  court  martial, 

His  lordlhip  acquainted  the  court,  that 

he  had  powers  from  his  majefty  to  have 

taken 
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taken  the  command ;  but  that,  as  his  Hay  in 

the  ifland  was  to  be  very  fhort,  he  did  not 

choofe  to  take  a  command,  which  he  found 

in  the  hands  of  Major  General  Monchon,  who 

had  conquered  the  ifland,  fo  much  to  his 

own  honour  and  to  the  fatisfadb'on  of  the 
whole  army. 

Did  Major  General  Monckton  inform 
his  lordlhip  of  the  proceedings  of  Mr 
Campbell's  court  martial  being  gone  to  Engl 


.  A-  UPon  his  arriv’al  in  Martinique ,  Ma¬ 
jor  General  Monckton  came  on  board  the  Na 
mur,  with  the  returns  of  the  army  under  his 
command,  and  a  report  of  the  forwardnefs 
of  the  embarkation  of  the  troops  defined  for 
the  fervice  under  his  lordlhip’s  command  - 
and  at  the  fame  time  holding  out  a  paper* 
laid  “  My  lord,  thefe  are  the  proceedings 
of  a  general  court  martial  upon  Major 
Campbell,  accufed  of  the  murder  of  a 
captain  in  the  fame  regiment ;  will  y0ur 

“  upon  iT'?IeaH- '°  8rVe  y°Urcom““* 
upon  it.  His  anfwer  was,  That  he  had 

determined  not  to  interfere  in  any  thane  with 

h,s  Major  General  Monchon's  command 

end  he  believes  he  affigned  his  reafons  for 

declining 
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declining  it,  almoft  in  the  words  already  men- 
ticmed.  Major  General  Monckton  replied, 

«  He  muft  then  fend  the  court  martial  to 
«  England ,  not  having  the  power  to  confirm 
«  general  courts  martial  upon  commifiioned 
•c  officers.” — This  Major  General  Monckton 
told  his  lordfhip,  the  25th  or  26th  of  April , 
which  will  very  eafily  account  for  the  letter 
to  Major  Campbell ;  as  he  had  at  that  time 
fully  determined  not  to  interfere  with  regard 
to  the  court  martial. 

Mr.  Campbell  then  reverted  to  the  article 
of  charge  refpedting  his  being  “  cruelly 
15  confined  in  the  foit,  &c. 

Colonel  William  Rufane  was  fworn  and 
examined  on  that  head — Who  depofed,  that 
he  remembers  Major  General  Monckton ,  juft 
before  he  left  the  ifland  of  Martinique ,  tell¬ 
ing  the  deponent,  that  he  thought  it  would 
be  proper  Mr.  Campbell  fhould  be  confined 
in  the  fort ;  and  after  Major  General  Monck¬ 
ton  was  gone,  the  deponent  remembers  to  have 
•  told  Lieutenant  Colonel  Darby,  who  was 
with  him  at  .St.  Pierres ,  and  then  go¬ 
vernor  of  Fort  Royal,  that  he  fhould  write 

to  the  officer  who  commanded  in  his  ab- 

fence 
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fence  at  Fcr/  Royal,  that  Mr.  Campbell  fhodld 
be  removed  into  the  fort. 

^  Did  Major  General  Monckton  affign 

any  realbns  for  Mr.  Campbell’s  being  removed 
into  the  fort  ? 

A.  Major  General  Monckton  never  faid 
any  thing  to  him,  which  in  the  leaf!  implied, 
feverity  in  his  intentions  relative  to  the  con¬ 
finement  of  Mr.  Campbell ;  he  affigned  no 
particular  reafons  for  removing  him. 

Captain  Richard  Bailhe,  of  the  35th  re- 
giment  of  foot,  (who  officiated  as  judge 
advocate  upon  the  trial  of  Mr.  Campbell  in 
Martinique')  was  fvvorn  and  questioned. 

Whether  he  laid  the  proceedings  and 
fentence  of  the  court  martial  before  Major 
General  Monckton  ? 

A.  He  accompanied  Colonel  Majfey  the 
prefident,  in  order  to  lay  them  before  Ma¬ 
jor  General  Monckton ,  but  the  deponent  was 
not  prefent,  when  Colonel  Majfey,  as  he  is 
informed,  did  lay  them  before  him. 

Major  General  Monckton,  to  fave  time  to 
the  court,  admitted  his  having  feen  the  pro¬ 
ceedings,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  fentence. 

A  minute  of  the  proceedings,  fo  far  as  re¬ 
bates  to  the  charge  and  fentence,  was  then 

C-  read, 
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read,  the  fame  being  admitted  by  the  parties 
to  be  authenticity — in  words  following  : 

“  Proceedings  of  a  general  court  martial, 
“  held  at  Fort  Royal  in  the  ifland  of  Mar- 
“  tinico,  the  6th  day  of  April  1762  by  vir- 
££  tue  of  a  warrant  from  the  honourable  Ma- 
£C  jor  General  Monckton ,  &c.” 

££  The  warrant  being  read,  and  the  court 
££  and  deputy  judge  advocate  being  duly 
££  fworn,  they  proceeded  to  the  trial  of 
“  Major  Colin  Campbell,  Major  Comman- 
££  dant  of  his  Majefty’s  100th  regiment  of 
££  foot,  who  was  brought  prifoner  before  the 
££  court,  and  accufed  of  murder,  committed 
££  by  him,  on  the  body  of  the  late  John 
££  M'Kaarg ,  Efqj  Captain  in  his  Majefty’s 
££  1  ooth  regiment  of  foot,  on,  or  about  26th 
“  March  laft,  by  giving  the  faid  M'Kaarg 
££  various  wounds  and  flabs  in  feveral  parts 
££  of  the  body,  of  which  wounds  and  ftabs 

££  he  very  fhortly  expired.” 

Sentence  —  £t  The  court  on  due  confi- 
£t  deration  of  the  whole  matter  before  them, 
“  is  of  opinion,  that  Major  Commandant 
“  Colin  Campbell  is  guilty  of  the  crime  laid 
“  to  his  charge,  but  there  not  being  a  fuf- 

“  ficient  majority  of  voices  to  punifh  with 

death. 
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“  death,  as  required  by  the  articles  of  war, 
<c  the  court  doth  adjudge  the  faid  Major 
“  Commandant  Campbell,  to  be  cafhiered  for 
“  the  fame :  and  it  is  the  farther  opinion  of 
“  the  court,  that  he  is  incapable  to  ferve 

“  his  majefty  in  any  military  employment 

<c  whatfoever.” 

*  * 

Mr.  Campbell  here  defired  to  inform  the 
court,  in  order  to  prevent  any  imprefhon, 
which  the  fentence  might  have  made  to  his 
prejudice,  that  the  faid  proceedings  of  the  faid 
court  martial  have  been  annulled,  and  de¬ 
clared  void  by  his  Majefty,  and  for  proof 
thereof  refers  to  the  letter,  wherein  the 

King’s  pleafure  was  fignified  to  him  to  that 
purpofe. 

The  letter  referred  to  by  Mr.  Campbell , 

was  thereupon  communicated  to  the  court 
as  follows;

A.  He  received  a  letter  from  Major  Ge¬ 
neral  Monckton ,  prior  to  the  trial,  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  words':

£C  efcape,  it  will  be  proper  to  move  him 
££  into  the  fort,  and  great  care  fhould  be  taken, 
£<  as  to  the  centinels  fet  over  him.

Which  is  the  only  letter  or  order  he  at  any 
time  received  relative  to  Mr.  Campbell's  con¬ 
finement.  The  deponent’s  anfwer  to.  this 
letter  was,  that  he  had  not  heard  of  his  ha¬ 
ving  attempted  an  efcape;  but  if  he  fhould 
would  move  him,  and  take  the  proper  pre¬ 
cautions  with  regard  to  the  centinels.  He 
added,  that  Mr.  Campbell  was  not  moved 
during  his  command. 

^  Did  he  receive  any  order  from  Major 
General  Monckton  prohibiting  any  perfon 
whatever  coming  near  Mr.  Campbell's  quarters 
during  his  confinement,  anterior  to  and  dur¬ 
ing  his  trial  ? 

A.  Never ;  he  heard  nothing  on  the  fubject 
of  Mr.  Campbell  or  his  confinement,  either 
from  the  adjutant  general,  or  Major  Gene¬ 
ral  Monckton ;  but  the  letter  above  recited, 
and  fome  orders  for  the  court  martial. 

Captain  Alexander  M' Donald  of  the  42d  re¬ 
giment  of  foot,  whole  teftimony  Mr.  Camp- 

C  4  bell 
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belt  had  before  declined,  was  again  propofed 
by  him  as  a  witnefs.  Mr,  Campbell  alledging, 
that  a  doubt  then  entertained,  whether  the 
examining  Captain  Mb  Donala  as  a  witnefs, 
might  not  prejudice  a  caufe  not  depending 
before  this  court,  had  been  the  only  reafon 
of  his  not  examining  him  ;  and  that  diffi¬ 
culty  being  now  removed,  he  intreated,  the 
court  would  receive  his  evidence  refpedting

is  fummoned  by  the  court  martial,  or  or- 
“  dered  by  Captain  M’ Donald  to  attend  r 
A.  He  remembers  no  fuch  order. 

(by  the  court)  Has  the  deponent  his 

prderly  book  here  ? 

A.  No. 

Mr.  Campbell  here  acquainted  the  court  he 
fhould  not  trouble  them  with  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  any  more  witneffes;  but  delired  leave  to 

fubmit 
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fubmit  fome  obfervations  upon  the  evidence 
as  it  now  Hands;  in  the  courfe  whereof  he  la¬ 
mented  the  death  of  the  adjutant  of  the  re¬ 
giment,  whom  he  ailedged  to  have  been  a 
very  material  witnefs  for  him'  in  many  parts 
of  the  cafe,  and  whofe  lofs  has  left  a  chafm 
in  the  evidence,  which  cannot  be  fupplied. 

As  to  the  firfl  head  of  charge,  he  ailedged 
that  he  thought  himfelf  and  his  corps  par- 
ticukrifed  to  their  difadvantage  by  the  ex¬ 
change  or  arms,  which  has  been  proved,  as 
well  as  in  fome  other  inflances,  which  the 
court,  did  not  permit  him  to  enter  upon. 

With  regard  to  the  fecond  head  of  charge, 

“  that  of  difcouraging  his  friends,  intimida- 
<c  ting  his  witneffes,  and  depriving  him  of 
“  the  lawful  means  of  defence  he  ad¬ 
mitted,  that  as  the  evidence  Hands,  he 
mult  be  deemed  to  have  failed  altogether  in 
the  proof  of  it  ;  but  Hill  infifled,  that  orders 
were  given  out,  (though  he  had  not  been 
able  to  trace  them.,  to  Major  General  Monck- 
tcn)  which,  if  proved  to  the  court,  would 
appear  to  have  a  diredt  tendency  thereto. 

Of  the  third  head  of  complaint,  he  ac- 
knowledged  that  Major  General  Mcnckton 

Hands 
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(lands  honourably  acquitted,  the  Eari  of  Al¬ 
bemarle  i  evidence  having  fully  cleared  that 
point ;  but  hoped  the  court  will  likewife  ac¬ 
quit  him,  the  complainant  of  any  intention 
to  make  an  unjuft:  attack  on  the  character 
of  Major  General  Monckton  in  this  inflance, 
for  his  iordfhip’s  letter  which  is  before  the 
court,  afiigns  no  reafon  to  him  for  not  deci¬ 
ding  upon  the  fentence,  but  only  mentions 
the  proceedings  being  fent  to  England ;  and 
as  it  appears  they  were  not  in  fa<£t  then  tranf- 
mitted,  he  rnighc  reafonably  prefume,  that 
the  Major  General  who  was  to  tranfmit  them, 
had  injured  him  by  withholding  them  from 
his  lordfhip. 

The  unneceflary  and  unexampled  feverity, 
(as  he  termed  it)  of  his  confinement  in  the 
fort,  he  conceives  to  be  fully  proved ;  and, 
although  he  confefies  that  he  does  not  owe 
the  feverity  thereof  to  Major  General  Monck¬ 
ton,  nor  yet  to  Colonel  Rufane ,  he  can¬ 
not  hut  impute  his  having  been  removed 
to  the  fort,  to  Major  General  Moncktony 
from  whom  that  intention  firft  proceeded  ; 
and  fubmits,  whether  any  iufficient  reafon, 
has  been,  or  can  be  alligned,  why  a  more 
ftrid:  confinement  was  neceflary  after  he  had 
been  fentenced  to  be  cafinered,  than  whilft 


it 


it  was  uncertain  whether  the  fentence  might 
not  be  capital. 

And  upon  the  whole  be  took  occafion  to- 
declare,  thataltho’  he  may  be  thought  to  have 
adted  incautioufly  and  unadvifedly  in  exhibit¬ 
ing  a  charge  againft  Major  General  Monckton 
which  he  has  not  been  able  to  fupport  in  all 
points,  that  he  has  not  been  influenced  in  the 
doing  of  it  by  any  other  motive^  than  a  delire 
of  doing  himfelf  juftice,  and  vindicating  his 
honour  and  character  from  the  'afperflons 
which  have  been  thrown  out  upon  them. 

D  E  F  E  N  C  E. 

Major  General  Monckton  entering  upon  his 
defence,  reminded  the  court  of  the  objedtion, 
which  he  had  made  upon  the  opening  of  the 
court  martial  to  the  form  of  the  charge,  as 
differing  from  that  of  the  profecutor  delivered 
to  his  Majefty’s  fecretary  at  war,  and  to 
which  he  thought  it  neceffary  to  make  his- 
defence,  but  had  fubmitted  to  the  opinion  cf 
the  court,  which  diredted  that  the  profecutor 
fhould  proceed  upon  the  charge,  as  dated  in 
the  King’s  warrant  ;  but  agreeable  to  the 
intimation  then  given  by  the  court,  that  he 
would  be  at  liberty  to  interweave  them  m- 
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his  defence,  be  now  fubmits  the  necefiity  of 
their  hearing  the  four  articles  of  charge 
with  the  profecutor’s  explanation  thereof, 
which  he  is  the  more  folicitous  to  lay  oeiore 
them,  as  he  would  be  glad  to  convince  the 
court  that  he  defends  himfelf  rood  minutely 
to  every  part  of  the  explanation  of  the 

articles. 

The  Judge  Advocate  acquainted  the  court, 
that  he  had  for  their  information  obtained  the 
original  memorial,  articles  of  charge,  and  ex¬ 
planations  of  thofe  articles  from  his  Majefly  s 
fecretary  at  war,  who  had  commiffioned  him 
to  fay,  that  the  whole  had  been  laid  before 
his  Majefly,  and  that  thofe  articles  which 
are  totally  omitted  in  the  King’s  warrant, 
were  not  left  out  inadvertently,  but  upon  con¬ 
federation  thereof  his  Majefly  had  not  thought 
the  matter  therein  contained,  piopci  foi  the 
cognizance  of  a  general  court  martial .  that 
as  to  the  other  articles,  the  fecretary  of  war 
very  readily  fubmitted  them  to  the  infpedtion 
of  the  general  court  martial,  for  then  confi- 
deration,  but  thought  it  proper  to  apprife 
them,  that  a  part  of  the  memorial  relates 
to  perfons  not  before  the  couit,  and  has 
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^manner  of  connexion  with  the  prefent 

Major  General  Monckton  thereupon  con- 
enting  that  fuch  part  of  the  memorial  as  did 
not  refpedt  him,  ffiould  be  omitted,  the 
remainder  of  the  memorial,  together  with  the 
articles  to  which  the  charge  had  been  reduced 
by  the  complainant,  as  likewife  the  explana¬

was  made  in  prejudice  of  all  the  juft  and 
fair  creditors  of  the  deceafed,  who  had  pro¬ 
ved  their  debts  before  the  court  martial, 
many  of  which  debts  were  recognized  and 
afcertained  by  a  letter  from  the  fecretary  at 
war  at  that  time  to  Major  Campbell^  and  the 
ftrongeft  remonftrances  made  to  him  in  be¬ 
half  of  fuch  creditors  of  Captain  M'Kaarg’ s 
before  the  unfortunate  accident. — The 
commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  being 
too  cautious  to  confirm  fuch  proceedings, 
they  were  carried  to  the  general,  together 
with  an  account  of  the  debts  of  the  decea- 
(ed,  and  the  fecretary  at  war’s  letter  to 
Major  Campbell.  The  references  and  the 

papers,  which  accompanied  it,  were  receiv- 
r  “  cd 
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a  ed  and  treated  with  the  utinoft  indecen- 
«  cy  and  difrefpedf,  and  the  illegal  and  erro- 
«  neons  decifion  of  the  court  martial  was  con- 
“  firmed  by  the  General  in  favour  of  a  per- 
“  fon,  who  was  the  manager  and  director  of 
“  the  profecution  againft  Major  Campbell,  and 
“  who  was  fo  f anguine  and  determined  anene- 
“  my  to  him,  that  he  publickly  declared,  that 
**  coft  what  it  would  he  would  hang  Major 
“  Campbell  j  and,  it  can  be  proved,  that  he 
iC  lodged  and  entertained  in  his  own  houfe 
“  the  witnefs  againft  the  major ;  and  that  loon 
“  after  the  trial,  though  he  had  but  the 
“  rank  of  a  captain  in  the  army,  he  was  pof- 
“  felled  of  negroes  to  the  amount  of  7  or 
«  800  /.  whilft  other  officers  (a  few  except- 
4<  ed)  paid  twenty  or  thirty  pounds  for  the 
“  word  captives  taken  in  Martinique.

— The  cruel  order  was  but  too  well  obey¬ 
ed,  and  a  party  of  armed  ioldiers  were  di-

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“  to  drag  the  major  out  of  his  bed,  though 
“  he  was  then  adtually  in  the  hot  fit  of  an 
“  intermitting  fever,  and  to  tranfport  him

“  If  the  verification  of  thefe  fadts  will  fub- 
“  ftantiate  the  fourth  article  of  the  charge  ■,

Being  directed  to  dcfcribe  it,  he  faid,  That 
he  was  defired  to  appoint  a  place  in  the  fort 
for  the  reception  of  Mr.  Campbell ,  and  as 
the  fort  was  greatly  crowded  from  the  num¬ 
ber  of  officers  he  was  obliged  to  quarter  there, 
he  had  fome  difficulty  in  finding  a  place  for 
him,  left  fome  of  the  officers,  whom  he 
muft  have  turned  out  to  accommodate  him, 
fhould  be  jealous. — The  place  afterwards 
allotted  was  the  place  defired  to  be  appoint¬ 
ed  for  him,  and  in  confequence  the  deponent 
changed  the  quarters  of  a  ftore  keeper  and 
one  of  the  conductors  of  the  ordnance,  for 
whom  that  had  been  allotted. — A  few  days 
before  the  officers  w'ere  put  into  the  fort  of 
Fort  Royal ,  a  lieutenant  of  the  artillery  and 
his  wife,  whom  the  deponent  had  removed 
from  the  upper  part  of  the  fort,  for  the 
reception  of  the  commanding  officer,  requeft- 
ed  the  deponent,  that  he  would  permit  him 
to  go  down  to  the  houfe,  which  was  after¬ 
wards  appointed  for  Mr.  Campbell ,  as  it  was 
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an  healthy  fituation,  his  wife  being  much 
indifpofed,  rather  than  take  a  quarter  in 
the  town,  which  the  deponent  had  offered 
him.— -The  place  confided  of  a  lower  appart- 
ment  and  an  upper  one  ;  the  lower  appart- 
ment,  he  fpeaks  to  the  bed:  of  judgment,  was 
about  ten  or  eleven  feet  fquare  j  it  was  fi- 
tuated  over  one  of  the  entrances  to  tne  oaf— 
mate,  and  the  port  cullis,  which  covered  the 
entrance,  was  drawn  up  into  it.  The  upper 
room  was  much  larger,  and  a  very  good 
bed  chamber.  It  was  on  the  windward 
fide  of  the  fort,  and  a  thorough  air  through¬ 
out  all  the  place.  It  may  have  been  fub- 
jedt  to  wet  after  rain,  as  mod  places  there 
were  ;  but  it  prefently  got  dry :  and  when 
the  deponent  appointed  the  place,  he  fpoke 
to  the  engineer  to  put  it  in  the  bed  repair 
he  could  for  the  reception  of  Mr.  Campbell. 
There  was  a  kitchen  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  this,  which  Mr.  Campbell  had  the  ufe  of 
in  common  with  another  officer.  He  added, 
that  this  was  the  houie,  where  the  French 
governor  Nadeau  had  been  confined. 

^  Were  there  not  indances  of  lick  and 
wounded  officers  being  worfe  lodged  in  Mar¬ 
tinique ,  than  Mr.  Campbell  was  in  the  fort  ? 

A.  There 
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There  were  many. 

(by  defire  of  Mr.  Campbell )  Was  Mr. 

Nadeau,  to  his  knowledge,  confined  to  the 
houfe  in  queftion  ? 

A.  He  cannot  fpeak  from  his  own  know¬ 
ledge  of  Mr.  Nadeau  having  been  removed 
long  before  he  came,  but  from  report. 

^  Did  any  fteps  go  down  to  Mr.  Camp¬ 
bells  appartment,  and  how  many  ? 

A.  He  don  t  recolledt  how  many  heps  : 
the  floor  of  the  lower  appartment  was  lower 
tnan  the  ground,  but  over  the  cafmate  ;  it 

was  a  place  where  half  a  dozen  people  might 
have  dined. 

Where  was  Mr.  Campbell’s  bed  ?  Was 
it  poflible  for  Mr.  Campbell  to  have  fixed  his 
bed  in  the  upper  appartment  ? 

A.  It  was  very  poflible.  He  was  not 
within  the  appartment  wbilft  Mr.  Campbell 
was  confined  there,  the  only  time  he  faw 
him,  Mr.  Campbell  was  walking  out  in  the 
open  air,  but  within  the  works,  with  a  par¬ 
rot  in  his  hand. 

^  (by  the  court)  Had  Mr.  Campbell  the 
free  ufe  of  both  the  lower  and  upper  room 
above  delcribed  ? 


A.  Mo  ft 
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A.  Moft  certainly  ;  no  body  interfered 
with  him,  they  were  both  allotted  lor  him. 

O.  (by  Mr  Campbell )  Does  he  know  what 
guard  was  put  upon  Mr.  Campbell  in  the  fort  ? 

A.  He  really  don’t  know. 

Captain  George  Garth  of  the  firft  regi¬ 
ment  of  foot  guards,  was  fworn  and  exa¬ 
mined  ; 

<9  Whether  he  was  chief  engineer  at 
Martinique,  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Campbell s 
removal  into  the  fort  at  Fort  Royal  .- 

A.  He  was. 

Does  he  know  the  appartmentin  which 
Mr.  Campbell  was  lodged  in  the  fort  ?  and 

defired  to  defcribe  it  ? 

A.  As  he  was  appointed  chief  engineer, 
he  went  to  examine  the  buildings ;  and  that 
appartment  amongft  the  reft.  To  the  beft  of 
his  recolledtion,  it  is  a  fmall  ftone  houie  of 
about  nine  or  ten  feet  wide,  by  thirteen  or 
fourteen  feet  deep;  a  fmall  garret ;  the  floor  of 
the  houfe,  he  believes,  might  be  funk  about 
eighteen  or  twenty  inches  below  the  lurface.

A.  There  was  nothing  locked  up  from 
Mr.  Campbell ,  he  had  the  ufe  of  every  part 
of  the  appartment  ;  of  courfe  he  muft,  for 
his  fervant  laid  in  the  upper  part. 

Mr.  John  Adair ,  furgeon,  was  fworn  and 
examined ; 

£$.  Was  he  not  diredtor  of  the  hofpital  at 

Martinique  ? 

A.  Yes. 

^  Had  not  the  foldiers  of  the  iooth  re¬ 
giment  admifiion  into  the  general  hofpital 
equal  with  any  other  corps  ? 

A .  They  had.  There  was  no  diftindtion 
between  any  of  the  corps. — There  were  of 
Mr.  Campbell's  corps  in  the  general  hofpital 
in  the  month  of  January  78  j  in  the  month 
of  February  80  ;  in  the  month  of  March  43  j 
in  the  month  of  April  22  ;  and  he  appeals 
to  the  general  returns  in  the  adjutant  gene¬ 
ral’s  hands  for  a  confirmation  hereof. 

Did  he  ever  refufe,  upon  the  applica-

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tion  of  the  furgeon  of  Mr.  Campbell's  (or  the 
i  ooth)  regiment,  admiffion  for  any  of  the 
men  of  that  regiment  into  the  hofpital  ?

A.  He  never  did  know  any,  nor  heard

The  court  is  of  opinion,  that  the  charge 
and  complaint  of  Cohn  Campbell ,  Efq;  again  ft 
Major  General  Robert  Monckton  is  altogether 
unfupported  by  evidence,  and  in  fome  points 
exprefsly  contradided  by  the  complainant’s 
own  witnelfes  ;  and  doth  therefore  moft  ho¬ 
nourably  acquit  the  faid  Major  General  Monck¬ 
ton  of  the  dime  and  every  part  thereof.  And 
the  court  is  farther  of  opinion,  that  the  faid 
charge  and  complaint  is  groundlefs,  mali¬ 
cious,  and  fcandalous  in  die  higheft  degree, 
and  tending  not  only  to  injure  the  faid 
Major  General  Monckton  in  his  character,  but 
to  hurt  the  fervice  in  general,  as  it  muff 
greatly  afifed  every  officer,  who  may  have 
the  honour  of  commanding  a  body  of  his 
Majefty’s  troops,  when  he  refleds  that  his 
charader  and  reputation  are  liable  to  be  thus 
publickly  attacked  by  a  perfon,  who  has 

F  3  been- 
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been  difmiffed  his  Majefty’s  fervice  with  ig¬ 
nominy. 

It  is  likewife  the  opinion  of  this  court, 
that  the  complainant  Colin  Campbell ,  Efqj 
has,  by  many  falcities  impofed  upon  his  Ma- 
jefty  s  fecretary  at  war,  in  order  to  obtain  a 
court  martial.

WHEN  Major  Commandant  Campbell's, 
corps  arrived  at  Martinique ,  it  ap¬ 
peared  to  me  fo  very  indifferent  a  body  of  men 

F  4  (being 
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(being  chiefly  compofed  of  raw  and  very  young 
boys,  and  of  men  advanced  in  years)  that  I 
thought  proper  to  order  that  a  part  of  them 
fhouid  excnange  tneir  heavy  arms  with  fome 
of  the  light  infantry  for  their  fulees,  which 
were  lighter,  and  better  adapted  to  the  feeble 
bodies  of  Major  Campbell's  corps.  Experi¬ 
ence  had  aifo  taught,  that  heavy  arms  were 
better  itnted  to  the  corps  of  light  infantry, 
which  were  a  chofen  body  of  men,  on  whom 
I  had  the  utmoft  dependence,  and  many  of 
whole  officers  ,had  follicited  me  for  fuch 
exchange. 

Preparatory  to  the  liege  of  Fort  Royal, 
finding  that  notwithltanding  the  aiiiflance 
of  negroes  which  we  had,  it  would  be  ne- 
celfary '  to  employ  fome  of  the  troops  in 
the  fatigues  of  carrying  llores,  &c.  I  ordered 
the  greater  part  of  Major  Campbell's  corps, 
and  of  the  Barbadoes  volunteers  more  par¬ 
ticularly  and  permanently,  to  be  employed 
in  thefe  fort  ot  works,  as  raw  troops  that 
had  never  feen  any  fervice,  and  therefore 
could  be  more  properly  difpenfed  with  from 
the  dTential  operations  of  the  liege,  than  fol- 
diers  innured  to  war.  But  Hill  it  was 
only  a  part  of  thefe  two  corps  that  w'ere  thus 

employed 
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employed;  for,  from  each  were  feleded  a 
detachment  of  their  heft  men,  who  did  duty 

with  the  other  troops. 

There  was  no  fuch  thing  as  a  corps  of 
negroes  in  arms,  during  the  liege  of  1 Marti¬ 
nique,  without  a  hoe  for  turning  up  the 
earth,  and  a  cutlafs  for  cutting  fugar  canes 
(which  were  furnilhed  them  by  their  dif¬ 
ferent  illands)  can  be  called  arms. 

I  never  fuperceded  Major  Campbell  in  any 
command,  nor  ever  deprived  him  of  any 
opportunity  of  fervice.  Such  treatment 
would  furely  have  drawn  remonftrances  from 
him ;  but  no  fuch  did  I  ever  receive  during 
my  command  at  Martinique. 

I  was  at  St.  Peters ,  about  20  miles  dif- 
tant  from  Fort  Royal ,  when  what  Major 
Campbell  terms  a  rencounter,  appeared  to 
me  by  the  court  of  inquiry  held  thereon, 
to  be  murder.  It  became  incumbent  upon 
me  to  give  order  that  a  perfon  under  fuch 
dreadful  imputation  fhould  have  centinels 
placed  upon  him. 

As  to  the  remaining  part  of  this  article 
of  charge,  I  fhall  only  obferve,  that  had 
Major  Campbell  laboured  under  the  arbitrary 
and  cruel  oppreftion  there  mentioned,  he 

certainly 
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certainly  would  not  have  omitted  fo  ftrik- 
ing  a  plea  in  his  favour,  when  upon  his 
trial,  the  time  of  all  other,  when  the  kying 
open  fuch  a.  fcene  mu  ft  have  availed  him 
the  molt;  but  in  the  proceedings  of  his 
court  martial,  there  is  not  to  be  found  the 
fmalleft  mention  of  any  tendency  to  fuch 
adts.  This  (if  there  was  no  other  evidence) 
fufficiently  evinces  how  falfe  and  groundlefs 
fuch  aflertions  are. 

Indeed,  fo  far  was  I  from  entertaining  the 
leaft  thought  of  oppreffing  Major  Campbell 
in  the  unhappy  circumftances  in  which  he 
was  involved,  that  at  that  time  I  Ihewed 
him  rather  an  unwarrantable  piece  of  lenity, 
in  the  not  adding  to  his  crime  a  repeated 
falfe  return  of  his,  of  a  quarter  mafter  of 
his  regiment,  which  was  reported  to  me  by 
the  adjutant  general,  and  of  which,  as  I 
was  given  to  underftand,  there  was  ample 
proof. 

It  will  appear,  that  in  the  courfe  of  Major 
Campbell’ s  confinement,  he  had  an  uninter¬ 
rupted  intercourfe  with  his  friends.

I  did  confirm  what  Captain  M‘Donald, 
commanding  officer  of  the  iooth  regiment 
had  done  in  confequence  of  the  regimental 
court  of  enquiry  ;  and  every  body  who  knows 
me,  I  flatter  mylelf,  will  believe,  that  that 
approbation  could  only  proceed  from  my 
conviction  of  its  reCtitude. 

On  the  contrary,  of  treating  the  fecretary 
at  war’s  letter  with  indignity,  when  Captain 
McDonald,  commanding  officer  of  the  iooth 
regiment,  fhewed  it  to  me,  I  paid  fo  mucli 
deference  to  it,  that  I  immediately  refolved 
that  the  perfon  who  fucceeded  to  the  com¬ 
pany  of  the  late  Captain  M'Kaarg ,  fhould 
be  charged  with  the  debt  of  90  /.  which 
the  fecretary  at  war,  in  that  letter  directs  to 
be  flopped  from  Captain  M'-Kaarg,  and 
which  fum  of  90  /.  I  ordered  Capt.  Lieut. 
Pafke  of  the  1 5th  regiment  to  pay  into  the 
hands  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  1  ooth 
regiment,  upon  his  promotion  to  Captain 
M'Kaarg’ s  vacant  company,  in  order  that 
the  faid  fum  of  90  /.  fhould,  according  to 
my  intentions,  be  appropriated  to  the  purpofe 
mentioned  in  the  fecretary  at  war’s  letter.

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The  next  past  of  this.  Article  is  virulent  rc- 
flection  on  the  deceafed  Captain  Kennedy, 
in  regard  to  whofe  memory  I  cannot  help 
obferving  that  he  ever  bore  the  character  of 
a  gallant  and  deferving  officer,  and  truely 
merited  reward ;  but  he  unhappily  died  be¬ 
fore  he  received  the  fmalleft  reward  from  me, 
either  pecuniary  (as  is  afferted  by  Mr.  Camp¬ 
bell)  or  otherwife. - Captain  Kennedy  was, 

as  I  am  informed,  a  relation  of  the  late 
Captain  M‘Kaarg’s 

My  orders,  in  refpedt  to  the  negroe  cap¬ 
tives,  were  pofitive  and  repeated,  that  no  of¬ 
ficer  ffiould  upon  any  account  appropriate 
to  his  own  ufe  a  fingle  negroe,  but  that  up¬ 
on  their  being  taken,  they  ffiould  be  fent  to 
a  place  appointed  for  their  reception,  in  or¬ 
der  that  when  the  liege  was  over  they  might 
be  fold  for  the  public  benefit. — I  did  indulge 
the  officers  in  general,  in  the  purchafe  of 
negroe  fervants  at  a  moderate  price,  before 
the  general  fale,  which  money,  with  what 
arofe  from  the  general  fale,  I  found  would 
be  fo  inconfiderable  to  the  army  in  general, 
from  the  few  captives  we  had  taken,  that 
I  intirelv  allotted  it  to  the  fubaltern  officers

of  the  army  only,  as  the  rank  which  in  that 

expenfive 
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expenfive  country  demanded  the  moft  of  every 
pecuniary  aid ;  even  this  produced  them  no 

more  than  5  1.  a  fubaltern.  ; 

Had  it  ever  come  to,  my  knowledge  that 
Captain  Kennedy ,  or  any  other  officer,  had 
difobeyed  my  orders,  in  clandeftinely  appro¬ 
priating  negroes  to  their  own  ufe,  fuch 
conduct  ffiould  not  have  paffed  uncenfured 
and  unpunifhed.  t  < 
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Lord  Albemarle's  evidence  having,  I  hope, 

acquitted  me  of  that  part  of  the  third  article 
of  charge,  relative  to  the  fuppreffing  of  the 
courtmartial  :  I  have  only  to  add,  that  the 
date  of  my  letter  to  the  fecretary  at  war, 
with  the  proceedings  of  Mr.  Campbell’s  court 
martial,  was  the  3d  of  May,  which  letter, 
with  fome  others  of  importance  to  the  mini- 
ftry,  for  want  of  a  fafe  conveyance  by  a 
man  of  war  from  Martinique.,  I  was  obliged 
to  carry  down  with  me  to  Antigua,  from 
whence  they  were  difpatched  by  the  firft 
man  of  war  that  failed  under  the  care  of 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Vaughan,  going  home

After  Mr.  Campbell's  trial  I  received  a  let¬ 
ter  from  him,  defiring  my  permiffion  to  go 
to  England.  To  the  bed  of  my  recollection

to  anfwer  him,  that  the  proceedings  of  his
